Along the Gulf to Calcutta 
yet another set of difficulties arose, 
entailing the use of still different 
types of machines, Yet another 
type of machine was found neces- 
sary for the . seotion between 
Calcutta and Saigon, which had to 
be traversed during the monsoonal 
season, over-& country of forest 
and jungle without any emergency 
landing grounds. All this present- 
ed. a tremendous amount of 
organisation and preliminiary ex-. 
perlmental work. : 

“An organisation such as the 
Saigon-Maraeilles afr service can- 
not -be established in a week. If 
the Company were out for stunt 
flying,.they could have commenced 
a service in less than a week. This 
Saigon-Marseilles service fs not'a 
stunt, however; {t is a cool, 
calculated business proposition, and 
commercial aviation [s its main 
purpose,

or spectacular flights which could 
be mado for advertising: purposes, 
I need sny no more than that: the

thing that is purely practicable and 
commercial, with. the maximum 
amount of safety for passengers

Marsrilles-Saigon service, M. Tcls- 
sier said that, because exporimental 
flights were to be made in the near 
future, it should not be takon for 
granted that an-atr mail service 
would follow. 

- “You may. be sure that no Com- 
pany will run an air mail service to 
Hongkong until they are going to 
find that it will be a paying pro- 
position, There are thousand 
and one things that may prevent 
further development after the cx- 
perimental flights are carried out,” 
he said. 

“The Saigon-Marscilles service 
did not come into operation until 
experimental work, lasting well 
over a year, was carried out. Very 


| few people have any conception of 


the vast amount of organisation 
that was necessary, not only from 


a technical point of view, but ulgo’ 


from an International point of 
yiew, before this service came into 
operation, The Governments of 
the countries over which the *planes 
had to fly had to be upproached be- 
fore band for the necessary per- 
mission, and arrangements had to 
be mude with all the postal 
officials for carrying mail. 
“There was also the question of 
the ’planes themselves. The one 
muchine doesn't fly direct from 
Marseilles to Saigon—quite a num- 
ber of ‘planes are used, 80 relays 
had to be established, a land 
organisation had to be created, and 
the personne! and apparatus had to 
be installed. It follows that  ac- 
cording to-the country over which 
you are flying, you have to employ 
different machines. For example, 
from Marscilles to Bierut, hydrop- 
Innes must be employed, 80 the 
conditions on that particular sec- 
tion had to be carefully determined 
before anything could be done. 
“From Bierut to Karachi aero- 
planes for flying over Jand had to 
be used, and speci, consideration 
had to be given: the difficult 
country traveracd—a part of the 
world that is almost entirely de- 
sert. Along the Gulf to Calcu:ta 
yet another set of difficulties arose, 
entailing the use of still different 
types of machines. Yet another 


type of machine was found ‘neces- 


sary ‘for the section between 
Calcutta and Saigon, which had to 
be traversed during the monsoonal 
senson, over a country of forest 
and jungle without any emergency 
landing grounds. All this present. 
ed a tremendous amount of 
organisation and preliminiary  ¢x- 
perimental work. 

“An organisation such as the 
Snigon-Marseilles air service can- 
not be established in a week. If 
the Company were out for stunt 
tlying, they could have commenced 
a service in less than a week. This 
Saigon-Marseilles service is nota 
stunt, however; it is a cool, 
calculated business proposition, and 
commercial aviation is its main 
Purpose. 

“The aim of that service is to 
remain entirely practicable and 
commercial, sacrificing any stunt 
or spectacular flights which could 
be made for advertising purposes. 
I need say no more than thot the 
organisation of the service in ques- 
tion has proved that it is 
vitally necessary to .have a 
tremendous preparation before- 
hand in order to provide some- 
thing that is purely practicable and 
commercial, with the maximum 
amount of safety for passengers 
and mails. ° 
"Tho Snigon-Marseilles Air Ser- 
vice has been running now for over 
eighteen months, and during that 
time: there has not’ been one acci- 
dent involving the Hfe. of a pas- 
senger or the destruction of mail.

The Hon. Colonial Secretary sald: 
. Sir,—Itis very gratifying to note 
that the, views of the Unoflicial 
members are so closely in accord 
(except that there scems to be t 
certain tendency to press the Gov- 
ernment to further expenditure) 
with the proposals of the Govern- 
ment nag set out in the Estimates; 
the more so that to-day’s debate 
shows that the details. have been 
garefully studied and that openings 
for eriticism.can hardly have been 
nissed. It remains to do little

Spectalisation, 


The references to the post of the 
Director of Education are not al- 
together clenr, but I tako it the 
meaning is that the hon. member 
Who made the reference would like 
to see trained Educational experts 
from Home in charge of the Depnrt- 
ment. © The questicn fs one that has 
been with us for a long time and 1# 
full of difficulties, It ts obviously 
open to argunient that acquainthnee 
with the Chinesa and their 
mentality is at Ienst as essential a 
part of the equipment of the Direcr 
tor of Eduention.as is the -purely 
acndemic side of his training-—and 
We nre fortunate indeed when we 
can get both requiremnts satiafed 
as in the case of Mr. do Martin. 
Further, espectally in a small ser- 
vice it is necessary to conalder the 
effect of demnnding specialisntion 
in appointments. Unless we can 
be content with the wider kind of 
specialisation that deala with a 
knowledge of the Chinese, a water- 
tight compartment will be called for 
strengthened to allow for ahsences 
on alckness or on Jenve; no trans- 
ferns botweon departments will be 
posstblo and the expense of tho 
Personnel will bo Increased. It Is 
a diMcilt choice, but the method 
Government has, chosen during all 
theae years of appointing a selected 
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cadet to be Director of Education 
cannot be called unsuccessful. It 
is further a practice which finds 
justification in the views of the Re- 
‘trenchment Commission, 


Contracting Out. 


The same spenker suggested the 
comprchensive contracting out of 
the larger, public works. In very 
large works requiring the highest 
specialised experience there is noth- 
ing to be said against this view; 
and the Gorge Valley Dam ja a good 
{instance where Government hns at 
least gone a long way towards ac- 
cepting it. But in less specintised 
Works the problem ig not the same 
An analysis of the suggestion shows 
that it means alteration of existing 
departmental methods only to the 
extent of entrusting to outside firms 
the duties of designing and of over- 
seeing. I wonder if the work of 
the Public Works Department. in 
designing our. more important 
schemes [x apprecinted—and still 
more whether any outside. firm 
Would stand for the worry and con- 
stant changes to which tha Public 
Works Department is subject, and 
to which any Government scheme 
must be subject? Official and Un- 
official views,- technical and non- 
technical requirements, depart- 
mental suggestions. have alf to be 
dealt with and ‘combined, only at 
the end sometimes to ‘find that the 
Money is short and that the work 
must be begun over again on a new 
foundation. . Even where the money 
diMculty is absent, the problem re- 
mhins; the plans of the Government 
Civil Hospital have run through the 
alphabet already to Letter J ‘and 
finality is not: yet In sight. Tho 
Public Works Department might bo 
glad enoigh to hand over all this” 
trouble, but I doubt whether an out- 
Ride firm would welcome it with the 
dovetailing of all the interests to 
be considered. It could be done, of 
course, at @ price; but private firms 
too have to allow in ono way or an- 
other for salaries, passages, leave 
and something to take the place af 
pensions and it is difficult to attack’ 
the assertion that the Government 
Departmental method of Public 
Works Department work is the most 
economical. The following sum- 
mary of 2 report by Mr. Lowick, 
of the Architectural Office, Public 
Works Department, is relevant; it 
is proposed to-issuc the whole re- 
Port as a Sessional paper.in due 
course. ‘ 


“Comparison of 
charges and Cost of Buitding by 
(a) Architectural Office and 
(b) Private Architects, 


“Executive Charges for work 
actually executed by this Office dur- 
ing the perlod January 1921-June 
1930 show that they aro about half 
of what they would have been if 
executed by private architects. It 
must also be remembered that the 
work executed during this period, 
about half of which has been a time 
of retrenchment, consists mainly of 
comparatively small works where, 
the percentage cost by this office 
but not by private architects is 
greater than in the cnse of ‘really 


large works. 

Executive Charges by the 
Architectural Office for the two 
large works nbout to be commenced 
—the new Gaol and the now Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital—would bo little 
moro than- one third of those by 
private architects,. Tho charge of 
9% applied In the calculation of 
cost by private architects is based 
upon the scale of charges authorized 
by tho. Royal Institute of British 
Architects and Includes the pre- 
Paration of bills of quantities and 
other items.-

tinct from executive charges—the 
buildings considered cover the 
majority. of those exccuted for Gov- 
ernment by private architects {n the 
past and these are compared with

i Shipping "Taxes: 


"The Hon, Mr. W. H. Bell has 
referred to the question’ of Har- 
bour Dues. Reference to the 
'Colony’a Estimates will show that 
-the expenditure on the harbour is 
consistently greater than the 
revenue, and perhaps the Shipping 
interests are rather linble to for- 
yet such items as Water Police, 
the hydrographic survey, dredging 
charges, Prayn walls and the 
iupkeep. of Harbour Department 
, buildings. Any shortage has 
necessorily to be made good from 
the general revenue of the Colony, 
,and the Government is, not pre- 
pared to. disturb to the farther 
" dinadvantage of the general tax- 
| ayer the existing distribution of 
taxation, 

.The question of Introducing a 
compounded fee has been careful- 
ly considered, but it is the 
Government's opinion that the 
| fairest method of tuxation is that 
; based on the use made of the port. 

On this basis Hongkong is a cheap 


‘| port as compared with other.ports 


offering the, same facilities. 

It should be noted that river 
vateamers pay according to the 
number. of entries ‘per month. 
They are therefore no exception to 
the rule af payment according to 
use made ofythe port.
